Especial attention is called to the high average attendance 
and to the large Roll of Honor, expressing better than words, 
the great interest taken. I would suggest’ “that some method be 
adopted whereby the names of the roll of honor scholars can 
be displayed in the school-rooms as a stimulus to future en- 
deavor. 

I have visited the schools officially fifty-four times, twenty 
for classification, twenty for examination, and the balance for 
observance of deportment and methods. For the seven schools 
there have been twenty terms and fourteen different teachers. 
Only in Districts No. 2 and 3 have the teachers remained dur- 
ing the year, one changing by reason of ill health, the others 
yielding to calls to more remunerative situations. In order to 
guard against loss from such possible changes, each class began 
the year’s work at the point to which it had reviewed and been 
examined, and no class to advance farther than wouid allow 
them time for careful review before examination. In conse- 
quence of which each term’s work has been distinct, and al- 
though frequent changes have occurred, each teacher has led 
the scholars over new “eround, and continual progress has been 
madg. In the examinations the questions have been selected 
by other than the teacher, but given out by the teacher, thus 
avoiding confusing a scholar by the sound of a new voice. 

Corporal punishment has been rare. The close of the year 
has found the schools in excellent condition, every teacher hav- 
ing the confidence and good will of scholars and parents. A 
careful record of the standing of each class and the names of 
those composing the class has been made for the use of the 
next teachers. Map-drawing has been introduced, resulting in 
some fine specimens. Great interest has been taken in penman- 
ship, nearly every scholar having a writing or tracing book, 
half an hour each day being devoted to this exercise.

The small number to be examined made 
possible a knowledge of each scholar’s acquirements, and it 
was plainly manifest that the time had been well occupied in 
securing a comprehension of the different subjects of study.

Miss Drake’s gratifying snecess of previous terms secured 
for her a unanimous desire for her return. The deportment 
and scholarship was kept up to its previous high standard and 
further advance made.
